Holftein the Title of Royal Highnefs, and withall, a yearly Penfion for his 
Maintenance: As alfo, the Arrears due to the Holftein Regiments, which were 
formerly in the Service of Sweden. 

London, Fuly 6. Sir ‘John Norris, who attended his Majefty to Hanover, is 
returned from thence, and was prefent at the Admiralty Board on Thurfday 
lat. 

Letters from Dartmouth dated the 2d Inftant, tell us, ‘That the Bonetta, 
Captain: Pirfor, came in there that Day from cruifing.in the Channel, and 
brings an Account of a French Ship from Alexandria, having the Peftilence on 
Board, which .is not fuffered to come into any of their Ports, and has cautioned 
all Ships and Boats he met with, to avoid going on Board her.
